BUILDING A GOOD LAWN 


First, Prepare the Soil. Dig deeply. If soil tends to hardness when dry, work peat-moss into top 6 inches. Grade 


for drainage, avoiding low spots. Rake thoroughly. 


Second, Apply Plant-Food. Tests show almost all soils to be deficient in plant-foods. Do not fail to apply a good 
fertilizer. We recommend Bovung at the rate of 10 pounds per 100 square feet, or Agrico Lawn Fertilizer at 4 pounds 
per 100 square feet. Spread the plant-food evenly and rake into top 3 inches of soil. 

Third, Apply the Seed. Select the proper brand of TASCO LAWN SEED and sow evenly 1 pound to 150 square 
feet. After sowing, rake lightly. Keep the top 3 inches of soil damp by watering regularly, using a fine spray and sprink- 


ling each spot steadily for from six to eight hours.
